He ear- 
lier was the Chief of the Com- 
merce department's Division of 
Licensing, which regulates secur- 


ity guards, private investigators, 
personnel placement services and 
auctionecrs. 

Before joining the Commerce 
department staff, he was the 
assistant director of the Ohio 
Housing Development Board, 
then an independent state agency 
that made non-interest bearing 
loans to non-profit housing spon- 
sors for the planning and prepara- 
tion of housing development for 
low and moderate income fami- 
lies. The Ohio Housing Develop- 
ment Board is now a part of the 
Ohio Department of Develop- 
ment. 

Yates was employed in the sev- 
enties by the Department of Eco- 
nomic and Community Devel 
ment as a program manager for 
the Model Cities 111-B program. 
The program was created to estab- 
lish statewide, economic devel- 
opment corporations to deal with 
urban renewal programs, regional 
planning authorities, and areas 
designated as Model Cities. 

In addition to these positions in 
the public sector, Yates was the 
managing chemist in quality con-

historical center 


The Columbus branch of the 
NAACP is spearheading a con- 
cerned citizen’s campaign in an 
effort to have the Ohio Historical 
Center’s administration remove a 
display of the Ku Klux Klan 
exhibits at the center. 

Cornell McCleary, first vice 
president of the association, ang- 
rily asked, “What is the difference 
between the way this display is 
and the posting of a burning cross 
and a Confederate Flag on the 
Statehouse lawn?” 

McCleary viewed the display 
Oct. 9 after being told about it by 
an anonymous Caller to the asso- 
ciation. “We want the center to 
explain what the display stands 
for. It is definitely not educa- 
tional,” he said. 

Melinda L. Knapp, spokesper- 
son for the Historical Center, told 


The Call & POST that the display 
was prepared for the center's 


annual board meeting, held Sept. 
26, and that the exhibits are not 
intended to be there permanently. 

Knapp would not comment on 
why the information near the dis- 
play did not explain what KKK 
stands for, when reminded by 
McCleary about the horror, terror 
and destruction caused by the 
KKK to Blacks, Jews, Catholics 
and other minorities.

Knapp said the display is educa- 
tional in that “it is a part of Ohio's 
social history that is not known,” 

McCleary said, “The center's 
claim that the display is educa- 
tional is frivolous. “The exhibits, 
are no different than going into 
any public building and finding 
KKK symbols etched or painted 
on the walls, and the Governor or 


Mayor applauding the actions of: 
the perpetrators,” he said. 

Knapp said the center does not) 
have the intention of expanding: 
the display. She said it is a part of 
the Notable Museum Acquisition 
for 1986-87, donated to the center 
by anonymous people. 


“All of the exhibits displayed 
feature items we either purchased 
or were given to us,” she said, “We 
do not intend to feature a display 
about the KKK.” 

Meanwhile, McCleary said, the 
NAACP is working with WVKO 
radio in aneffort to begin acall-in 
on the KKK items display and let 
the Black community people air 
their views. 


“We want members of the Black 
community to call the Ohio His- 
torical Center and let them know 
about the sensitive nature of such 
a display,” McCleary said. 


Grassroots support building 
for convention center levy

In 1986, backers of $180 “New 


World Center’? spent over 
$600,000 in a vain attempt to buy 
voter support. Now, eighteen 
months later, the backers have 
come back with a slimmed-down, 


. $149 million version of the old 


approach, and a new, grass-roots 
Strategy for gaining community 
support for the .25 percent sales 
tax increase which will fund it. 


Although the plan is facing an 
uphill struggle, as a poll has 
shown that voters are not support- 
ing the proposal, the supporters 
again believe that this new 
approach will be successful in get- 
ting voter approval for the mega- 
million dollar project. 

Already the plan has lined up 
strong support in the Black com- 
munity. The Columbus Urban 
League has taken a strong posi- 


tion to endorse the tax, known on 
the ballot as Issue 4. The Citizens 
for the Convention Center and 
Civic Arena, the group pushing 
the approval, has also been able to 
enlist the support of a number of 
Black community leaders to push 
for the proposal. 


“Our ranks are growing with 
people from all over Franklin 


County,” said Sherry Buk, one of 
eight co-chairpersons for the 
group. 

Among many in the Black 
community, support for the new 
convention center has been con- 
tingent upon some plan of aggres- 
sive assurance of minority partici- 
pation in the project. 

The Urban League's statement, 
for example, specifically mentions 
the goal of ensuring maximum 
feasible participation for Blacks in 


all phases of the construction, 
operation and management of the 
convention center, including assu- 
rances that there will be greater 
involvement of Blacks in the hos- 
pitality industry. 


A group of Black business, 
community and political leaders 
been working on a plan, which 
would entail some setasides in 
both the architectural phase and 
the construction phase of the pro- 
ject; goals for the hiring of minori- 
ties on the construction trades on 
the project; setasides in the con- 
cessions once the center is com- 
pleted; and jobs in the manage- 
ment of the convention center 
authority, including new jobs in 
the management of any hotels tied 
to the center.

The pro- 
posed plan puts the right to 
pick judges in the hands of 
small groups of eight, or 16 
lawyers, selected by Courts 
of Appeal judges and non- 
lawyers selected by the gov- 
ernor. Not one of these 
selectors is accountable to 
the public, 

The Cuyahoga County

officials. People should be a 
part of the judicial process 
and that includes electing 
the judges of courts where 
people sit as jurors. :

The 
plea was ignored. No meet- 
ings took place. 

On July I, 1985, I 
addressed a lengthy Open 
Letter centering arguments 
on the importance of the 
report. Copies of the letter 
went to community acti- 
vists, the superintendent, 
and all board members. 

Ralph Perk Jr. replied 15 
days later. He offered no 
hints of support for the 
report, but did instruct Al 
Tutela (then interim super- 
intendent) to address ques- 
tions I raised in the Open 
Letter. No response. The 
silence continued. 

Former board members 
who helped crush the report 
was Ted Bonda, Joseph 
Tegreene, and Ed Young. 
Tolliver was rewarded for 
his silence, He is now board 
president. The report was 
doomed from the start of 
Mr. Jarrett's request. 

But the “You're the 
Teacher” report was not 
produced in vain. Although 
the central message “educa- 
tional reform” failed to 
move collective minds of top 
school officials, it revealed 
serious flaws in the demo- 
cratic way the system han- 
dies citizen concerns. 

On November 3, Cleve- 
land voters must “think” 
before choosing among 
candidates secking to fill 
three seats on the board.

Approximately 250 people 
ended the first inaugural lec- 
re series sponsoredby the Ohio 
ate University Black Studies 
ommunity Extension Center 
\d the Community Advisory 
yard. Dr. Manning Marable, the 
w chair of thé Black Studies 
epartment, spoke on the Chal- 
nges Facing Black Studies and 
ack Education. 

Marable told the audience that 
e challenges for Black students 
higher education are far greater 
an it was ten years ago. There 
is been a decline of Black stu- 
snts enrolling in some form of 
yst secondary education. In 1977 
1% of all Black students enrolled 
some form of post secondary 
jucation and 51% white stu- 


dents; in 1980 there were $42% 
Black students and 589% white. 
The figures for Blacks are declin- 
ing. Marable stated the reason for 
the decline is economics. “Blacks 
have not recovered from the eco- 
nomic recession in 1975. Unem- 
ployment continues to remain 
high in the Black community. It 
cost money to attend comes. 
Marable said. 


Marable also stated that Black 
colleges have historically played 
an important role in liberating the 
Black community. The same is 
true with dynamic Black Studies 
Departments in white institutions 
of higher education. 

A dynamic Black Studies 
Department has three ingredients. 
First, they must have a body of 
work that challenges the distora- 
tion of the traditional curriculum 


(i.e., the exclusion of Black men 
and women, and elitism), and the 
work must cotrect the fallacies. 
Second, it describes the documen- 
tation of the Black experience. 
And third, the curriculum pres- 
cribes theories, programs and 
movements aimed toward the ele- 
vation of economic, social and 
political oppression of Black 
people. 

Marable said one of his main 
reasons for accepting the chair of 
Black Studies at The Ohio State 
University, was because he saw 
the possibility of developing a 
program that could do applied 
research which could solve the 
problems facing the Black com- 
munity. He indicated that he is 
extremely impressed with the 
Columbus community's support 
of Black Studies. Marable said the

But, despite the progress ‘that 
has been made, more neends to be 
done.

During the Senate Inquisition, 
euphemistically called hearings, 
on Judge Robert Bork’s nomina- 
tion as associate justice of the U.S.

Metzenbaum, D-Ohio, grilled 
Brok on his statements about the 
antitrust laws. Bork argued, as do 
most economists who specialise in 
Industrial Organization, that 
much of the antitrust law is ineffi- 
cient and counterproductive. 

Metzenbaum’s questioning 
focused on retail price mainte- 
nance agreements, a practice whe- 
rein the manufacturer mandates 
the retail price. Metzenbaum, call- 
ing this price-fixing, grilled Brok 
on his lack of concern for the “lit- 
tle guy” secking a bargain. 

Some manufacturers use these 
agreements to prevent retailers 
from price cutting. The manufac- 
turer's marketing strategy cails for 
competition through advertise- 
ments, free trials, return privi- 
leges, warranties and other servi- 
ces to the consumer. By not. 
allowing the retainer, wau yolun- 
tarily enters the arrangement, to 
lower the selling price, manufac- 
turers force them to compete by

Thus, wh en Black voters 
expressed their overwhelming 
outrage at the Bork nomination, 
even the most conservative 
Southern senators had to listen. 


The expanded opportunity to 
vote has begun to change to 
South. It has seen the electionof 
the first’ Black congressman in 
Mississippi since Reconstruction. 
It has seen the expansion of Black 
mayors, judges, and other politi- 
cal officials. One could argue, in 
fact, that it has been a bloodless 
revolution, 


Of course, in a free society, vot- 
ing has that effect. It appears that 
is why the forces of conservatism 
in the South -- and in other parts 
of the country -- have sought to 
restrict the franchise, either 
through poll taxes or literacy tests 
or even by making registration 
unnecessarily difficult. And, it is 
why Black voters ought to always 
be vigilant to maintain their right 
to vote.

Friendship isn't necessarily a 
two-way street—at least not when 
it comes to our relationships with 
the inhabitants of “television 
land.”

A coalition which is dissatisfied 
with the pace of change at Ohio 
State University is attempting to 
raise $12,000 to fight a suit against 
the school. 

The Coalition Against Racism 
in Colleges-and Universities has 
charged that the university has 
made an insufficient effort to 
increase the numbers of Black 
faculty and students. 

Black students now represent 
less than 6 percent of the universi- 
ty’s more than 50,000 students, 
down from its peak of 6 percent in 


the mid-1970s. Only 2.5 percent of 
the school’s faculty is Black.

The coalition has proposed s¢v- 
eral steps to expand Black enrol- 
Iment at the school, including a 
return to open admissions; an 
elimination of the mathematics 
requirement to graduate; and an 
expanded recruitment and scho- 
larship effort, to boost the 
school’s enrollment of Black 
undergraduates to 5,000, up from 
its present level of 3,000. 

Former OSU dean Mitchell 
Livingston had estimated that an 
expanded effort to assist Black 
students at OSU could cost up to 
$80 million a year for 10 years, the 
coalition said in an earlier 
statement.

Bruce looks to build character 
before Ohio State-Purdue matchup

The gray, rainy skies which 
loomed over Ohio Stadium last 
Saturday simply added to the 
gloom felt by the Ohio State 
Buckeyes in their 31-10 defeat to 
Indiana. 

Despite the fact that OSU had 
not lost to the Hossiers in 36 years, 
even sadder is the reality that one 
of the OSU's top defensive play- 
ers, senior cornerback Greg 
Rogan, is out for the season witha 
fractured left ankle. 

Much regrouping must be done 
as Ohio State (3-1-1, 1-1) will face 
the Purdue Boilermakers (1-3-1, 
1-1) Saturday, (Oct. 17) in West 
Lafayette, Ind. The game will be 
televised at 3:30 p.m. on Channel 
10. 

Purdue last week punted its way 
to a9-3 victory over Illinois and its 
first conference victory under 
first-year head coach Fred Akers. 
He accepted the Purdue coaching 
job following an 86-31-2 record, 
which included nine bowl appear- 
ances in 10 seasons at Texas. 

The matchup represents the 
36th meeting between the two 
teams with OSU winning the last 
11 of 13, including a 39-11 victory 
in Ross-Ade Stadium last year. 
The Boilermakers last defeated 
the Buckeyes in 1984, 28-23. 

Purdue finished with a 3-8 
record last year, and tied eighth in 
the conference with Wisconsin at 
2-6. 

With seven starters returning 
on both offense and defense, 
Coach Bruce doesn't see Purdue 
as a better football team, just 
more experienced. 

The Purdue offense is run by 
senior quarterback Doug Down- 
ing. The team currently averages 
172 yards passing and 115 yards 
rushing per game. :
